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War Obviously Has Thrown 
Balkans Into Russia's Camp, 
an Omen for Europe's Future 


By DeWITT MacKENZIE 
Associated Press War Analyst 
K you'll take your war map and. 


With a colored crayon, fill in the 
area from which the Germans have 
been driven by the towering tidal 
wave sweeping westward 
out of 
Russia, you'll see that you have 
virtually a solid block which reach 
down and covers all but a tiny cor- 
ner of the Balkan peninsula. 


Now that's of the greatest im- 
portance. It signifies that the fiery 
Balkans, — for centuries the cock- 
pit of southeastern Europe and the 
whelping ground of 
wars — are 


undergoing a mighty change along 
with the. rest of the continent. For 
we have there not only a military 
resurgence which has reclaimed the 
lands ravaged by the Huns, but a 
vast political change. 


Anfd if you happen to choose a 


red etayon for your map work, you 
will-With this color have interpreted 
the 'phenomenon. That is to say, 
Red Russia is the impulse back of 
this 'development in the Balkans 
which, by and large, now fall with- 
in the Soviet sphere of influence. 
That's a point not to be forgotten. 


While you and I have been watch- 
ing the catastrophe which is over- 
whelming the Reich's own territory, 
the Balkans have stolen a inarch 
on us. Marshal Tito's forces have 
all but flung the Germans out of 
Yugoslavia, strategical keystone of 
the whole Balkan peninsula, 
and 
have even crossed the old 
Yugo- 
slav-Italian frontier. Up in the val- 
ley of the Drava they're thrusting 
towards Austria itself, which 
we 
learn today General Patton 
has 
penetrated along with the Russians. ' 
One of the most remarkable as- 
pects of this situation is that the 
Yugoslavs, and the Bulgarians are 
cooperating in the military opera- 
tions. A (.couple-of-years ago such 
a partnership would have been un- 
believable, for Bulgaria —bad lad 
of the Balkans — long has been a 
lone wolf, on the outs with most of 
the neighbors. Romania, too. is in 
the fold,-and cocky little Albania, 
once more free of German and Ital- 
ian tyrants, has a "popular front" 
government which gives signs of 
being well within the Muscovite or- 
bit. 


The offensive of the Yugoslavs— 
long famous as among the best of 
the world's fighting men — has 
grown with success until it has be- 
come a real menace to Hitler's 
shaky back-door. Coincident 
with 


the arrival of Yugoslav troops on 
the. Italian'frontier, we have reports 
of a powerful insurrection of pa- 
triots m northern Italy. The rebel- 
lious-citizens are said to have cap- 
tured the great city of Milan, from 
which the broken and frightened 
Mussolini, .is rumored to have fled 
in 'disgust and disguise to 
come 
near the Swiss border. 
Thus we see that the military in- 
tet;ests — and perhaps the political 
leanings — of this whole vast area 
of the Balkans and Italy are tend- 
ing to merge. And of course both 
Hungary and Austria can be includ- 
ed, in this field. 
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The politico-military picture 
in 


Yugoslavia is fascinating.- Marshal 
Tito, who is both military and po- 
llical leader, is hand and glove 
with Moscow. That represents 
a 


striking change of atmosphere from 
what I found there in 1938. At that 
iime Prince Paul, a cousin of the 
late King Alexander of Yugoslavia, 
was principal regent during the mi- 
nority of little King Peter. 


Prince Paul had refused to rec- 


ognize the Soviet government and 
was reputed to be hostile to 
the 


Communists, whereby hangs a tale. 
The prince was closely related to 
the Russian royal family, and 
it 
was whispered that he had ambi- 
tions to fill the bejeweled 
throne 


of the czars if fate turned the Com- 
munists out. That being the case, 
he could scarcely be popular 
in 


Moscow. Well, Paul is now a refu- 
gee, and King Peter who is in Eng- 
land may never see his 
capital 


again.

Molotov held an unusal press con-

ference yesterday. At neither did 
ho give any sign of the morning's 
hot-ancl-hoavy outburst 


In his speech Mololov spoke re- 
pealedly of the new "coalition" of 
powers growing out of this war, 
which must take responsibility for 
preserving world security in Ihe fu- 
ture. He made it plain that Russia 
intends to be recognized as a load- 
ing member of this coalition.

\Ve arc dealing in this lesson 


with the time in the life of Israel 
when, as we are told (Judges 21: 
2ni, "there was no king in those 
days: every man did what was 
right in his own eyes." 


It ought to have been an ideal 


state, for what could be sounder 
and boiler than a democracy in 
which every man did right? How- 
ever, what is right in man's eyes 
does not always conform to what 
is right in God's eyes: and there 
was a great deal wrong 
in Is- 


rael, as the records show. 
The 


Bible, 
with 
its great realism, 


suppresses nothing; and there is 
much, that makes sad 
and un- 


pleasant reading. 


It is not pleasant, cither in the 


twe:ilicth century, or in the re- 
cords oT ancient lime, to read of 
the people of a whole community 
being sin lightered, even the wo- 
men, and children, and the preg- 
nant women (sec Judges 21: 10, 
It). 


It isn't nlcasant to read of danc- 


ing women being raided and car- 
ried off for wives, though the wo- 
men nviy not have objected. There 
is much that is crude and bloody 
in these stories of settlement and 
struggle in Canaan, as there has 
been much of savagery in all tri- 
bal and .frontier warfare.
